Report of a special commileee of the Federal Communi« at ions 
Committee makes it clear that commercial television lies still in the 
future if ever it amounts to much. 
The report mentions lack of tele- 
vision broadcasting facilities, lack of programs and lack of public inter­ 
est 
All these account for a lack of television receivers, except in a lew* 


large cities, especially New \o ik . 
A practical difficulty in the way of rapid development of tele­ 
vision is that its effective range is so limited. 
The television broadcast 
stops short at the horizon. 
So the television program must be sent 
out from some tall tower and can rarely be picked up more than thirty 
nules a w a v 
A more vital difficulty, in the long run, may be the pro- 
duction of programs worth broadcasting. 
Most radio programs of the 
present are probably better for being heard and not seen. 
The Fed« raI Communications Commission wants television ex­ 
periments to continue and recommend 
more lenient regulations lor 
those engaged in them 
But it is not yet willing to lift its ban on 
commercialization of television programs on the ground that television has 
not vet proved its public usefulness.
